housed 151 traasients and 15 perma­ 
nent guests. Two hundred and four­ 
teen girls, strangers here, were fur­ 
nished over-night lodging. 
Almost 800 girls in self-governing 
clubs with 42 adult leaders met 
weekly at the Y. W. last year. These 
include .school girls, business girls 
and others not yet employed. Classes 
in Bible, shorthand, sewing, English, 
baby care. gym. sw’imming, basket­ 
ball, dancing, handcraft, dramatics 
and music help to promote growth 
mentally, physically and spiritually.

SHELBURN. Ind.. Oct. 9 —Two 
Indiana national guard airplanes 
flying 50 feet above ground with 
the muzzles of machine guns in 
plain sight brought relief to 175 
non-union miners who were being 
besieged by a mob of hundreds of 
men in the Starburn co-operative 
coal mine two miles east of here 
today. 
When the two airplanes swooped 
low over the mine property, 
the 
picketers who had completely sur­ 
rounded the mine bagan a hasty 
withdrawal. 
Militiamen from Terre Haute were 
reported on the way to the scene 
following Governor Paul V. Mc­ 
Nutt’s order placing entire Sullivan 
county under martial law. 
The troops were requested by Ma­ 
jor Earl Weimar of the Indiana Na­ 
tional Guard, the governor’s person­ 
al representative, who was with the 
surrounded workers in the mine. 
Mine officials expressed the belief 
that but for the fortunate early ar­ 
rival of the National Guard air­ 
planes there would have been a 
bloody clash at the mine. 
In 
addition 
to 
heavily 
aimed 
guards maintained at the mine, the 
officials had on hand enough weap­ 
ons to arm 150 of the workers in 
defense of the mine property. 
Prior to the arrival of the air­ 
planes barrages of rocks and stones 
were laid down by the mob. There 
were a number of shots fired.
